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PREFACE. 



No capital in the world can vie with our own metro- 
polis in the number, the ample funds, or excellent re- 
gulations of its charitable establishments; yet the 
stream of London Benevolence flows in a channel, 
which, though deep and mighty, is noiseless, and fre- 
quently unobserved ; nor are its resources always ob- 
vious or readily accessible to the sick, the poor, and the 
friendless. Nothing certainly can be farther removed 
from the genuine spirit of Charity, than an ostentatious 
display of its exertions in the cause of suffering huma- 
nity ; but the laudable objects it has in view can only be 
completely attained, by giving sufficient publicity to the 
nature and extent of the various means of relief it pos- 
sesses. 

The object of this little work is therefore, not merely 
to famish memoranda to persons engaged as active pa- 
trons in the cause of charity, but also to serve as a 
guide to those whose welfare is the object of those 
exertions ; and it is hoped that, by the notoriety which 
it aims at giving to various charitable institutions and 
societies in London, it may be the means of pro- 
viding against much unnecessary trouble, and of 
saving many useless inquiries to both the parties 
concerned.

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The " Pietas Londmensis** of Mr. Hig^hmore 
abounds with useful informalion on the subject of 
many of these chanties ; hut its cumbrous size (being- 
swelled to two thick octavo volumes) makes it in- 
capable of answering the purpose for which the pre- 
sent work is designed. Leaving to him the pro- 
vince of encomiast and historian, it has been the in- 
tention here to edleet together, in a short compass, 
prafltfcal notices m<H-e iiamediatel/ useful to tiiose 
who are «agag^ in 4^ promotion of charity, or who 
are in the hal»t of attending public meetings in ge- 
meraJL The daite of eacb society has been given, 
when it was to be ascertained, after which foUow in 
succeation this objjsets of its institution, the quali- 
iicatioas and subscription of meii|bers and governors, 
the general times of anniversaries and quarterly-^ 
meetings, dinners, sermons, &c., together with a 
general account of its {nnogress and peeuniary re- 
"sourees, as well as the extent and sphere of its activity. 
It has been attempted ako to give, as nearly as pos- 
sible, the occurrences of the late year. 

The general Almanack of Metropolitan Benevo- 
lence, whadi is prefixed, will be found useful to ail 
public men who are in the habit of attending the 
meetings of these several societies; and contribute, 
it is to be hoped, benefidaUy to the general dig* 
posal of their time. 

As to the publicity which this work may give to 
these societies, it is to be remarked, that in many 
instances it is that of which the want has long 
been felt. The advertisement of an anniversary in 
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the newspapers, or notices c^ Blatters eonceniing' the 
peconiary resources, are, for the most part» the only 
means by whidi the existence of many such es- 
tablishments is known to the world; while those 
who are to become applicants for the adyantag'es pro* 
Tided for them, remain in the greatest ignorance of 
the conditions required. They are left to gain their in- 
fonnation from no surer channels than the ordinary 
nport and hear-say tales of their commonly igno- 
rant friends and acquaintances. Many c^ these so- 
cieties again are particularly difficult of access; hav- 
ing, in fact, no local habitation, and being put into 
activity only by a private individual, an ageirt 
or semtary, who directs their proceedings. The so- 
ciety itself, perhaps, exists in form only, when embo- 
died at its annual meeting, and vanishes, as it were, from 
the eye of the public almost as soon as seen. It may, 
indeed, too truly be said, that many advantages have 
been uselessly thrown away upon society, and many 
lives have been hitherto lost, for the want of thiU; 
general promulgation of the aims of our establish- 
ments of this sort, whidi it is here proposed to supply^ 
It is something, too, to be able to bring forward to 
the world at large, and in a form easily attainable to 
all, so rich a catalogue of mercy and benevolence as 
the British metropolis is entitled to display ; which is, 
indeed, so great in its extent, that when its several 
iteniB are collected together in one point of view, they 
win not CeoI to create surprise in the minds even of 
Uiose who may have been in the habit of making a 
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large estimate of the good feelings of their fellow- 
countrymen* 

With such as are high in official rank, the charitable 
subscriptions (which they feel in an especial manner 
called upon to support) consume a very large portion 
of their regular income. Those, also, who are looked 
up to by the people, as holding the largest stake in 
the possessions of the country, whether as land pro- 
prietors or as commercial men, enter their names 
cheerfully and eagerly on erery call that is made, and 
with a liberality of mind that truly corresponds with 
the greatness of their means. Many might be men- 
tioned, both private individuals and official personages, 
who make a constant provision in their expenditure, 
for laying out from one to two thousand pounds per 
annum in charitable subscriptions. 

Nor, at a period when ideas subversive of all social 
order are so eagerly and industriously circulated by 
the dissolute and disaffected, is it unwillingly that the 
Editor performs a duty to the public, in eichibiting, in 
its true colours, the conduct of those persons who now 
constitute the wealthier classes of society, and in 
bearing testimony to the generous warmth that ac- 
tuates their piety and real patriotism. They, whom 
the inevitable conditions of humanity have destined to 
a harder lot in this world, ought to know and see 
how great an interest is taken in their welfare by their 
happier brethren ; they ought to become acquainted, 
and even made familiar, with names that deserve to be 
enrolled in the annals of benevolence, if not for their 
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own latisfactioii, at least for the pride and example of 
posterity. It is not to the bustling and factious demo- 
crat, or to the self-interested intrigtier, that we must 
look for a charitable hand and heart : true and 
genial benevolence exists in the free-bom soul, that 
has lived uncontaminated with sordid habits, sym- 
pathizing, by the impulses of its natural warmth, with 
an the common interests of humanity. 

With regard to the nature of the general occasions 
of meetings in these societies, it will be needful to say 
but little while writing to our own countrymen. What- 
ever may be the ostensible purpose of assembling 
persons together, whether it is a sermon tiiat is 
announced by public advertisement, or a sumptuous 
dinner at a tavern, or a concert^ or even a baJl, the 
same charitable feeling will be found to be the prevail- 
ing sentiment, and the result, as far as regards the pe- 
cuniary revenues of the establishment, essentially the 
same. We need not any apology in defence of our 
national customs ; for iT we readily aUow that the 
first of these methods is the one most appropriate, 
there is no reason why our rational pleasures, and even 
social and festive hilarity, should not be occasionally 
intermixed. If such enjoyments do not appear in the 
eyes of some to give a dignity and lustre to the cause, 
they stm may be looked upon as fair auxiliaries, 
blending not altogether inharmoniously with the purer 
pleasures of benevolence. 

Should it be found that the publicity given to these 
Establishments, by being thus brought under the eye 
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in a compact form, may become the means of inducing^ 
a greater nmnber of charitably-disposed persons to 
come forward than has hitherto been the case, the 
Editor will find himself more than compensated for the 
pains he has taken in this work, and his best and 
.irarmest wishes will have been fully answered.

The whole is under the direction of a special committee, and thdr 
labours have been chieOy directed to the publication, at cheap and 
easy prices, of various books and tracts; short and plain evidences of 
Christianity, to confirm the mind in a belief of its truth ; or by an- 
swering objections, and by familiar dialogues salted to repel the 
attacks of the modern infidel, to remove his scraples, and recall hina 
into the right way. A shop was since opened by the society in Fleet- 
street for this purpose, and upwards of an hundred booksellers in the 
metropolis and its suburbs furnished on easy terms : numerous diatribn- 
tions were likewise made in the country, and upwards of ffOO,000 
special tracts were disposed of in the first four months.— The ordinary 
subscription is one guinea per annum. 

BRITISH AND FOREION BIBLE SOCIETY.

This society has been in existence about 19 years, and has for ita 
object the distribation of the bible alone, without note or comment, 
^roughout not only tiie British dominions bat all parts of the world, and 
this at a cheap rate. For this purpose extensi ve editions of the scripture 
have been prepared in the folloiving languages: Gaelic, Manks, Irish, 
Arabic, modern Greek, French, Spanish, Portuguese, Italian, Dutch, 
Danish, German, Ethiopic, Syriac, &c. Between two and tliree 
hundred thonsand bibles and testaments are now annually issned, 
and the total amount so sent out, only up to March 1819, wu 
4,soo,ooo. 

The receipts of the society, from annual subscriptions^ legjulei, aale 
of books, &c. is about 96,000. 

There are upwards of 600 auxiliary and branch societies estabUshed 
In aid of this institnlion, there being no less than 16 in Lond<m akme. 

There have been bible societies also established <m this plan In the 
East Indies and In Rossia, professedly in imitation of this cttablish- 
ment : the latter hu published editions of the scriptures in it dif> 
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ferent langnages, and is placed ander the imperial patronage and the 

immediate saperintendence of Prince Varishldn. .

URGENT DISTRESS AT THB CAPB OF GOOD HOPB.^ 
The London Aasociatioa, ia aid of the Moraviaa Mlsshw, are 
compelled to bring to the notice of the paUic Ike foUawiaf Awls :— 
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The settlements formed by the Morevina Missionaries in the vici- 
nity of the Cmpe of Good Hope have been long the subjects of admi- 
ration to trayellers for their beaaty, and the moral and social order 
prevailing among the numeroas Hottentot converts who inhabit 
them, amounting in number to above 3,000. By successive seasons 
of scarcity, to which the most dreadful storms have recently been 
added, these deligbtfiil spots have become a wilderness, and a prey 
to fandne and poverty. At Groenekloof tempests and heavy rains 
have converted the floorisUog gardens of the Hottentots, thdr only 
remaining resource, into deserts of sand, and the reservoir on 
whkhyin that thirsty land, the settlement depends for a principal ne- 
cessary of life, has been filled up, while many of the cottages have 
been wholly swept away, and the chief part of the church, but 
lately erected there, laid in ruins. The Rev. H. P. Hallbeck, the 
Superintendent of the Missions, states, that many thousand d(Alars 
(equal to as many hundred pounds sterling) are required to repair 
the chnrcb alone, and immediate measures are necessary to preserve 
the remainder of the building. The distress arising from the ex- 
treme scarcity of fMrovisions is also very great. Flour was hardly 
obtainable even at the price of 66 rix dollars (about 6^ Its.) for 
iSOlbs. At Gnadenthai, a settlement of 1,400 Hottentots, the dis- 
tress is still more afflictive : 48 houses have been rendered unlnha^ 
bitable, 20 of which are in ruins: the rivers have overflowed and 
desolated many of the gardens, and 200 head of cattle have been 
destroyed by wet, cold, and famine. Mr. Hallbeck writes—*' In 
brief, we are ruined outright, and all the fond hopes of progressive 
inaprovement which once cheered our spirits, are entirely blighted, 
unless God disposes the hearts of benevolent friends to come to our 
assistance." " Often have I used that expression, ' emaciated with 
hunger/ but never did I feel the force of the phrase so powerfoUy 
as IB these days, when my door is almost incessantly besieged by 
women and children, who present to my eyes the frigbtftil reality of 
what was hitherto only a faint picture in my imagination." Casual 
relief, and the sacrifice of all that the missionaries had to dispose of, 
would probably fiunish an occasional meal for a very few weeks, to 
some of the most destitute, whose sole remaining resource for pro- 
longing a wretched existence is by feeding on grass, which he states 
was then actually resorted to as the only food they could procure. A 
supply of grain lately obtained at the colony Arom the Bast Indies has 
Indeed somewhat lowered its price ; but the Mission funds are more 
than exhausted, and there are no means without the aid now soli- 
cited to make the requisite purchases of provisions. 

The Committee of the London Associatfon feel confident thaet fke 
statement of this distressing case to the British Public will tndiiee an 
effort to rescue so many of our fellow subjects from starvation, and 
to render aasistanoe to tiiose deserving men who devote their Uves, 
and all they possess, to the benevolent object of 9onveying to an 
oppressed ana degraded race the blessings of doistlanity and dvlH- 
iimon.

Iliese instances serve to show that the expectation and the pro- 
mise of aid have encouraged and enabled the inhabitants of various 
parishes to begin and complete the enlargement of their respective 
churches and chapels; consequently, they show the great utilitjr of 
this society, and the important results which it has been mainly 
instrumental in producing.

The committee for managing the fimds subscribed in the winter «f 
1817-18, for the retief of the Distressed and Destttute fieamen, wlio 
were found-in such numbers in our streets, having ascertained, by sad 
experience, " that there are in the course of the yearnMuy taondred 
seamen in the port of London destitute of medteal or sni^gioal aM;" 
and having recommended, upon closing that establithment, that n- per- 
manent hospital should be provided, for tiie purpose ofadttiniatering 
to their relief, a PubUc Meeting was held on the Ml of Miuvli last, 
at the City of London Tavem,at whieh it was determined that « Her- 
muient Bloating Hoi^tai ahonld be eftabUshcd «n tlw river T 
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and a eotnmktee wat appoioteA for the promotion and management 
of the interests and concerns of the charity. 

The committee have, since that period, been constantly employed 
in carrying into effect the benevolent intentions of the contribators ; 
and they have now the pleasore of informine them, tiiat the Grampus, 
a twoHleclcar, liberally presented by His Majesty's Government, and 
most completely fitted for this express purpose at the King's Dock< 
yard, Deptferd, began to receive patients on the S9th October last, 
and the temporary hospital at Stepney,in which 174 sick seamen were 
relieved daring last sammer, has in consequence been discontinued. 

Hie whole establishment is placed precisely on the footing of other 
hospitals, with a superintendent, surgeon, visitins physicians, chap- 
lain, &c., the sfaip being moored opposite Greenwich, the most central 
and eligible sitaation which could be found for a ship of that size. 

Bvory aiek seaman is received on presenting himself alonjgside, 
without the necessity of any recommendation ; and all accidents 
occnrring on the river are immediately attended to ; in furtherance 
of wlilch object, the Royri Humane Society have presented a com- 
ilete apparatus for the recovery <^ suspended animation, which is 
:ept in ccmstant readiness. 

Aa the saccess of the plan mast entirely depend on the ftmds to be 
contributed, the committee are desirous of drawing the serious atten- 
tion of tiie pnbttc to tiie motives and object of this establishment, 
and anxiously solicit their early subacriptions for its support. 

Seamen, from their peculiar character, and the nature of tiieir avo- 
cations^ are almost universally strangers to the ordinary modes of 
obtaining relief in periods of rickness, particularly on their arrival 
at a port' to which they do not belong ; and therefore, notwithstanding 
the atmoat relief is afforded by the various excellent hospitals and 
medieal inititntions In and about the metropolis, consistently with 
their means, and the rules by which they are governed, those institu- 
tions are, from the rircnmstances above mentioned, not sufficiently 
available to tlie wants of this meritorious but unprotected class of men. 

Indeed, it Is unfortunately but too well known, that many seamen 
have perished in our streets, through want of friends to procure tiieir 
reception into these institutions. To avert such miseries in future, by 
faclBtating the admission of tiie friendless and nnrecommended, u 
the object of the committee. 

The hospital-ship Grampus, which lies off Deptford-creek, is open 
finr the tnanection of the public ; and the committee feel assured that 
visitors rriOl be much gratified at witnessing the comforts which are 
provided for Hie poor fellows who are the objects of the Charity.

But to prevent disappointment to those who, firom 
ignorance of the specific nature of this chari^, indiscriminately seek 
its assistance for every varietv of opthalmic complaints, it should be 
distinctly understood, that this Institution is confined to those cases 
of lost or impaired sight, of which Cataract is the real or supposed 
cause. Mr. Stevenson's private engagements in the medical and 
surgical treatment of the different diseases of the eye and ear obliging 
him, in ftitnre, to limit his gratuitous services to this particular 
ailment of the organ of vision.

The Minutes of the last General Meeting being read, the Patron, 
Patroness, President, Vice President, and Treasurer re-elected, and 
• the Committee elected, the Sub-treasurer read the annual statement 
of the receipts and expenditure : and the meeting proceeded to elect 
twenty-one children into the Asylum, from a list of eighty-five candi- 
dates; and at three o'clock the chairman closed the poll. The pain- 
lai necessity of sixty-four candidates remaining unsuccessful, appeared 
to have made a great impression on the public mind. The room was 
crowded the whole time with aealons and active electors, and the 
Snb-treasarer had the satisfaction to report 5041. in donations and 
subscriptions received by him during the day, including a generous 
donation of lOO guineas from Thomas Lowndes, esq., in addition to 
his former liberal beneftictions.

The minutes of the last Meeting were read and conflrmed. The 
usual business was gone through, and the meeting proceeded to elect 
Twenty Children into the Asylum from a iist of eighty-three candi- 
dates. At three o'clock the, poll was closed. The Sub-treasurer re- 
ported the Life Subscriptions, Donations, and Annual Sabscriptions 
received this day, amounting to 8S2/. 

Ob each of these occasions, the candidates received a number of 
votes varying fk-om upwards of 5,000 to about 2,000 or under. 

The children are mstmcted in writing, arithmetic, religion, &c., 
but a regular book is kept, registering their thoughts on the occur- 
rences of the moment, at some stated ome each day, and from these 
remarks the mental progress may be seen. 

Iliey are instructed in speech as far as their organization will allow. 

One guinea per annum, or ten guineas at once, is the subscription 
of a governor, who is entitled to vote at the elections for admission. 

Two General Meetings are held each year in January and July, for 
the elections. 

At the Annual Dinner in 1819, it was stated, that since its first es- 
tablishment in 1703, between five and six hundred children had been 
admitted, two hundred and twenty of whom were girls; it was also 
meati<Nied, that flrom some late inquiries and calculations, it is but 
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too probable that in every conntry one in less than three thouand u 
born deaf, and conseqaentlv grows up dumb. 

His R. H. the Dnke of Giocester was in the chair, and he entered, 
with his nsaal warmth of philanthropy, into the contrast between 
the condition of the taught and n'ntaught Deaf and Dumb. Shortly 
afterwards the company had the most gratifying proof of hia Royal 
Highness's statement, by the introduction of nearly forty of the chil* 
dren, oat of 186 of which the school at present consists, who exhl* 
bited snch specimens of their progress in writing, ciphering, compo* 
sition and articulation, as conld leave no doubt in the mind of any 
one examining them, that they have, by means of education, been 
raised from me/e automata to the condition of intelligent, moral and 
religious beings.

It is in some sort an answer to the adversaries of education, that 
the Secretaryt Mr. "Walmsley, has stated on the authority of the late 
Recorder of London, that from I8l4 to 1810, there were committed 
to Newgate 407 juvenile culprits, of whom only fourteen ever be- 
longed to the National Schools. 

THE LANCASTERIAN SOCIETY 

First attracted the attention of the Public by the introduction of 
this system of education, the difference between that and Dr. Bell's 
system being of little importance, except that the latter introduces 
the bible without note or comment, and this excludes no species of 
sectarians.

Upon a moderate calculation, 40,000 
of them are in the humblest stations of life, many of them weavers 
and mechanics, and the greater proportion engaged in still humbler 
occupations. 

At the late census, there were in the parish 11,500 children, between 
the ages of five and fifteen years, of whom it is calculated that about 
•,M0 are, either from a want of employment or incapacity for it, 
driven into streets and alleys, where they fall into evil associa- 
tion, acquire idle and disorderly habits, and are initiated into the 
Baths of profligacy and vice, whilst the only institutions for affording 
free instmction upon the principles of the establishment (exclusive 
or the parochial Sunday schools, to which the National one is 
fattended to be attached) are two charity schools for 100 boys and 
fi gjria. 

Eneooraged by liberal assurances of pecuniarv aid on the part of 
tlw National Society, and of many benevolent individuals, a com- 
■dltcc has been app«nted to carry into effect the establishment of 
a National School ; and f^'eehold premises, near Hozton-square, 
have been obtained, upon which it is proposed to erect buildings for 
te reception and education of i,000 children of both sexes. The 
expense of the purchase, buildings, and fittings up, will amount to 
l^M«l.. which sum there is no possibility of raising without the aid of 
public benevolence.

In December last, the new Sunday and National School was 
opened in HofKto9«qnare, under the patronage of lu3 R^yul Highness 
the Dnke of York, and the Presidency of the Bishop of London. 

The time of performing the ceremony of opening ithe school wm 
fixed for one o'clock, but it did not take place uKtil half-past three 
o'clock, owiqg, we understood, to the protracted absence of .the Duke 
of York. His Royal Highness entered the school-room (which is a 
•paeiow bnUding, and wail adapted for the pnigraie) accompanied 
by the bishop of London, the archdeacon of London, the xector, 
yfcv, and curate of the jMurish, at half-past three o'clock^ and at- 
tended by a large body of the pariahioners, including a 4iataber of 
ladies : amongst the latter ww the Lady Mayoress. 

The vicar commeooed the ceremony by delivering a prayer for the 

success of the institution and iu beneflietore.— The Rev. R. Groal^ 

(the corate of the parish) returned thanks to the Royal Patmm •f 

s 8 
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the school for th« honour he had eonferred upon the parish by his 
attendance. The rev. gentleman expatiated in a forcible manner oti 
the advantages of tiie school, as ^rell as the- strong necessity which 
existed for its formation. He said that this parish, according to the 
retom of its population in 1821, ccmtiiined 52,060 inhabitants, of which 
number 10,914 were under the age of 15 years ; and, after considerable 
inquiry, it was believed thai the circumstances of the parents of three- 
fourths of them precluded the possibility of their obtaining mnv iii- 
stmction which was not provided for them free of expense; ana the 
only insdtntiona within tne parish wherein gratuitous instmction, ac- 
cording to the principles of the Established Church, was afforded, 
were two chari^ schools for the education of 160 girls. The rev. 
gentleman, in conclusion, expressed a fervent hope that the progress 
of education, through the means of the national schools, would 
speedily realise the pious and truly benevolent wish of his late Ma- 
jesty, that ** the poorest of his subjects would shortly have the 
means of reading his Bible." 

The prindpal part of the company afterwards repaired to the City 
of London Tavern, and partook of a dinner provided for the occa- 
sion. His Royal Highness the Dulce of Yorlc presided xt the dinner, 
as well as at tiie ceremony of opening the schools. A, Hberal sub- 
scription was made after dinner, in fortherance of the benevolent 
object of the dav. The highest compliments were paid to the ladies' 
committee, for their excellent and well-directed efforts in the esu- 
bliabment of the national schools.

For Six Hundred Boys, and Tliree Hundred Girls. 

Instituted ISIT. 

In the Tear 1822, the new boildlug of tUs highly useful Institution 

was opened, with the solemnity of a consecration, and a subsequent 

examination of the scholars. 

President, Samuel Joseph, esq., in the chair. 

More than 600 persons were present, among whom there were 
many very respectable Ladies and Gentlemen of the Christian, as 
well as of the Jewish, persuasion. 

The consecration was conducted according to the Judaic practice 
on inch occasions. 

The Rev. Dr. Hirschel, chief Rabbi of the congregations denomi- 
nated German Jews, accompanied by the Rev. Dr. Heldola, of that 
denominated Portuguese, together wiih several other Rabbles, made 
seven circuits round the Boys* School, preceded by some of the com- 
mittee, and sixteen boys bearing Hebrew bibles, prayer books, and 
the Mishna, during which perambulation the remaining boys in their 
places sung a Hebrew anthem; after this, a portion of the Mishna 
was recited by the boys who carried the books, and the 30th and 12Sd 
Psalms were repeated. 

The annualexamination next followed, and exhibited an excellent 
specimen of the progress made in a short space of time bv the scho- 
lars, in the various branches both of the Hebrew and the English lan- 
guages, as well as in writing and arithmetic. A Hebrew ode. was 
them recited, with great precuion and emphasis, by a very ^onng boy, 
and a translation of the same was ■delivered, with equal impressive- 
ness, by another young scholar. Psalms 91 and lOO were then re- 
peated, and a very appropriate prayer, composed for the occasion, 
was read with great fervency by the Rev. Dr. Hirschel. The boys 
then chanted a solemn Hebrew hymn and retired. 

A report of the state of the charity, and votes of thanks to the oflB. 
cera conclnded this very interesting meeting. 

Xhe building is situated in Bell-lane, Spitalfields, and is built on a 
irery extensive and improved plan, and consists of a school for 600 
boys, one hundred feet long, and fifty feet wide ; the roof of whidii 
is the lightest ever formed for such a space. The girls' school will 
contain three hundred. Another room for a small number of scho^ 
lara, io the higher branches of Judaic learning, and residences for tlii; 
master and mistress, besides ample play grounds, &g. The conse- 
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qnences which mut remit from the edoeatloa of sach a nnmber of 
poor children mast be renrded u highly Important in a national 
▼ieWy and reflect great credit on its foanden and promoters.

That a gaol, thus regulated, can pre- 
sent no attractions to the vicious, and experience proves that the 
criminal, subject to such discipline, regards imprisonment with dread, 
while a gaol of an opposite character carries with it no terror to the 
gnilty- 

It was moved by Thomas William Coke, esq., MP., and seconded

3. That this meeting highly approves of the communications 
which the society has made, with a view to diffuse a knowledge of 
iU plans in foreign countries. That it is with peculiar delight this 
meeting learns, that owing to the indefatigable exertions of the 
PetersbuiYh Prison Society, auxiliary institutions have been etta- 
Uished in the Anssian empire, extending even to Siberia ; that in 
Berlin a society is now forming for the amelioration of the gaols in 
the Pnusian dominions ; that in France and Switzerland, enlightened 
principles of criminal Jurisprudence prevail ; that in Spun, the 
subject has warmly interested the members of the Cortes, who are 
honourably engaged in visiting and amending the gaols in that kin^ 
dom ; and that in Portugal, a similar spirit has been manifested for the 
Improvement of Prison Discipline.

It was resolved, That the fiidUty with which debtors in the present 
state of the insolvent laws obtain their discharge is prejudicial to the 
interests of trade in general, productive of injustice to creditors, and 
operate as a strong temptation to fraud and perjury in debtors. 

That the heavy expense attendant upon individual opposition to the 
discharge of fk-audulent debtors, under the acts, tends to prevent such 
opposUioD in many cases where it would be most saiutary and bene- 
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fidal, to the great encoan^ment of peijary and other firaadntettt 
practfcet. 

That a society, to be nipported by sabacription, which should have 
for its object the proteeotioa of debtors gaiity of perjary or flrand, 
and opposition to their discharge, together with the appmntment of 
hssignees to watch over the disposal of the present and fatnre estate 
of insolvents, in which members of this society may be interested, 
might be attended with great benefit to its members, and the benefit 
<^ the public at large.

are generally girls under the age of twenty-one. 

The nnmber of females under the protection of the establishment is 
generally upwards of fifty; and the current expenses amount to about 
jtMOJ. 

The persons applying are received upon petition, if approved by 
the committee, and the young are generally preferred : every one re- 
ceives a Bible on her admission, which she ukes with her on her leaving 
the place. They are classed severally according to their different 
capadties for worlc, and a part of the profit arising fh>m thence, not 
being more than one^ixth, is given to ner, or Icept for her, at the dis- 
cretion of the matron. 

They are sent to their friends on leaving the Penitentiary, or placed 
in service, or such situation as they may be suited for ; and in the 
latter case receive a guinea at the expiration of the first year, if 
a good report is made of thdr beliavionr, and two on the expiration 
of the second. 

There is a committee of twenty-fonr gentlemen to superintend the 
general concerns, and another of twenty-fopr ladies for the internal 
arrangements.

Il is 
important that some provision should be made for the Femate Con- 
victs, who are to be sent abroad, for supplying them with a few ne- 
cessaries for their vovage, and fbr the means of finding them employ« 
mentdurtngit. Tor those convicts, whose sentences of imprisonment 
will shortly expire, assistance is peculiarly necessary ft»r their avste- 
aance, for a time, upon their going forward into the worid a(Mn,(les- 
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titata, and altogether friendleM in moct cases, and ezp<»ed, for want 
of sach assistance, to the danger of being driven back to their former 
vidoos courses. Snch are the leading objects which the establish- 
ment of this charity was hamanely intended to assist, but which can- 
not be accomplished without the benevolent contribbtlons of those 
who would alleviate the miseries of ther fellow-creatares destined to 
soffer in a prison, and to Undergo punishments to which the law has 
jnstly doomed them. ^

The members of this society are employed as nsnal, in visiting and 
relleying cases of sicknras, advanced age, and extreme poverty, which 
continually occur in the peculiar district of their labours. 

The ladies' committee also continues to devote itself to the alleviation 
of lying-in cases of great destitution, and such cases are almost dally 
presenting themselves. With claims of this nature upon their atten- 
tion, the committee are concerned to state that the funds of the society 
are not suflBcient to carry on its operations more than a very few 
weeks longer. They are therefore constrained respectfully to appeal 
to the public bounty for the means of continuing their exertions. 

The following address to the public appeared m December last : 

At the commencement of a season which always much aggravates 
distress among the poor, the committee of this society are compelled 
to submit its claims to the public consideration. Many urgent 
' cases are already pressing upon their attention, and the Ainds are 
utterly inadequate to uieel the demands which will be soon made 
upon them. 

The peculiitr situation of Spitalfields, with respect to its poor, is 
now too well known to need any detaUed explanation. It may 
suffice to say, that in a district so circumstanced, consisting as it 
does almost exclusively of a labouring and indigent population, 
private charity, though no where so much needed, most have but 
a very limited exercise. The bounty of the rich can in fact only 
be conveyed to the necessities of these insulated and crowded poor 
by means of a society like that which now respectfully solicits the 
public support. , ^ ^ . 

The first objects of this society's relief are the decent deserving 
poor under personal or domestic affliction— cases often of deep dis- 
tress, which no foresight could prevent, and no industry provide for. 
Many such families have been rescued from irretrievable miaery by 
the interposition of this society. ^ ^ ^ 

Experience in the work having taught the visitors to detect im- 
posture, as well as to proportion relief to actual wants, the committee 
respectftaliy suggest whether, tlirouuh societies of this nature, the 
tide of charity may not find one of its safest channels. 

They fully concur in the opinion recently expressed by a very 
competent authority, that inquiry, rigid and minute inquiry, abonld 
invariably precede relief; and they beg explicitly to state, that this 
is one of the unalterable principles of the Spitalfields' BenevdeAt 
Society. In the pcjrauasioQ, therefore, that whatever sums are en- 
trusted to them will meet with a careful distribution, they now anx- 
iously look for those supplies which, if received, wiU be the means of 
diffusing joy ilurougli a multitude of dwellings. 

Their generous friends need not be reminded, that at this aeasoa 
of the year fuel, warm clothing, and comfortable covering for the 
night, (to the aged and the sick especially,) become almost neceaury 
to existence. 

• With the benevolent and affluent— with those who are ■nrroniided 
by temporal enjoyments— the committee now leave their caose, ai 
the cause of hundreds. of their fellow beings, who, in the receMCSof 
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poverty, bidden from the pabUc eye, yriW, without their assiBtaiice, 
piae neglected in sickness and want. 

The following are brief particaiars of one of the cases which have 
lately come under notice:— 

*' In the course of some calls upon other distressed persons who 
are assisted by the Spitalfields Benevolent Society, my attention 
(writes one of the visitors) was accidentally drawn to the condition 
of a family I met with in John-street. The father, a miserable 
starved looking man, is a journeyman shoemaker, who seldom eami 
more than from seven-pence to ten-pence per day, and employment 
at that rate is frequently not to be had. These scanty and preca« 
riotts earnings do not suffice for the constant provision of three meals 
a day ; and, in visiting them on one occanon, I found that this 
. family, consisting of a father, mother, and five children, had had no 
more than a pound and a half of potatoes and one pennyworth of 
sprats for the day's sustenance. They are SOs. in debt for the rent 
of one unwholesome and wretched apartment, at Is. 6d, per week, 
to pay which they have no resource, and, but for the humane for- 
bearance of their landlord, must have been turned into the street 
long ago. They were all nearly unclothed, and destitute of blankets, 
beddhig, or other protection from the cold at night. Two of the 
younger children had only part of a torn petticoat each. The 
mother had lately lain in, shortly after which event they were with- 
out a morsel of bread ; she was, previously to her confinement, 
labouring under indbposition of a consumptive appearance, which 
still remains, and has now lasted ten weeks. The eldest child, a 
boy of fourteen, is lying in a corner of the room in a very afflicted 
state, and two of the others are just recovered from the measles. 
The whole appearance of this family is an afiecting exhibition of 
starvation, disease, and misery." 

The committee are desirous of increasing their stock of blankets, 
kept for distribution among the poor as a winter loan ; the number 
at present in use roraiug far short of the demand for them. The

" A family, of the name of Thomas, living near the Hackney-road, 
was found by the visitors in a deplorable state of poverty ; the poor 
man was lying on an old bedstead, covered only with a saek: his 
three children were in a small back room, nearly naked ; a broken 
chair and table comprised the whole of their Aimltnre. On inquiring 
of the man' the cause of his distress, he stated, that formerlv he had 
Uved In respectable circumstances as an army-clothier ; on the return 
of peace he lost all his business, and, by degrees, was reduced to 
poverty ; but for the death of his wife, which occurred a fiew months 
ago, he would have needed no relief firom the hand of charity : by 
her industry she managed to support the family, so as to preserve 
them from absolute want. One evening, whilst assisting in a family 
who had a party to supper, she fell down stairs with a large dish of 
meat in her hand, and ruptured a blood vessel; she was taken to the 
London Hospital, where she died. On visiting this helpless Ihmily 
a few days since, they were making their dinner of a bone, and a 
small piece of rind of pork, which the wretched man had begged 
from a neighbour, who was about to give it to the dogs. The whole 
scene presented a most affecting picture of human misery." 

It is with truly painful feelings that at the present time, owing to 
the Treasurer having no funds whatever in hand, the visitors are Are.

The eomaiittee avail themselves of this oppoitanity'Of ■convenlag 
the annoal meeting to impress upon sabscribers and the poUic at 
large the importance of renewing their sabscriptlons and donatioas 
with a view to the eoadnaed extstenceof the loeleiy, whieh i 
hitherto only partially saeeessftU in Its primary objeet, has 
much for the piroteetlon and comfort of oie chtldrea employad la the 
trade, as their improved appearance and the more carelbl eoadaet of 
their masters mnst liave rendered evident to every one wh» hM af 
forded the most esisnal o b s er v a tion to thesobject. 
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The use of the machine and of the variooi expedients det^Ied in 
the several pnbUcations of the society for snperseding the ase of 
climbing boys, gradnally proceed, while in conseqoence of the 
awaliened apprehensions of the trade, fewer serioas accidents have 
occurred, although still nnfortanately inseparable from the exercise 
of it; and the committee lament, that two fatal iostances have recently, 
come to their knowledge, one of a boy suffocated in a flue at Glasgow, 
and another of one, who, at Newport, in the Isle of Wight, died in 
consequence of cruelty and privations. 

Ic should also be observed, that much good has been eflfected by 
inducing builders and others to pay increased attention in the con- 
struction of flues, which may in every case be so contrived as to al- 
low of being swept by a machine, with increased ease, safety, and 
convenience. Under these circumstances, and with a certain knowf 
ledge of the benefit derived to a very helpless portion of their feUow- 
creatures, peculiarly requiring protection, the public are again 
earnestly entreated to contribute to the continuance of a society in< 
stituted for the express purpose of ameliorating the condition of the 
children employed in. climbing flues, and controlling the conduct of 
their masters, and without which renewed support from a benevolent 
public, the society must unavoidably be dissolved. 

The tenth report of the committee, to the ist of May last, may be 
had at Sf essrs. Baldwin, Gradock, and Joy's, Paternoster-row, price 
l5., and contains, among other interesting matter, the report of the 
surveyor-general of the board of works on the efiicacy of machinery 
the act of 38 Geo. III. c. 48, being the only existing act for regulation 
of chimneysweepers and their apprentices, and a full list of such 
chimney-sweepers as work with the machine. And however insuffi- 
cient are the provisions of the existing act, yet, until amended, it is 
liighly desirable that parishes in the metropolis would enforce some 
of the clauses, this has been done with eflfect by the vestry of St. 
Mary-le-bone, who, during the last winter, prevented the poor boys 
f^m calling Uie streets at unseasonable hours, and thus spared the 
inhabitants of that large parish the pain of hearing the cries of in- 
fant Doisery.

The Provisional Committee for Encoaragement of Industry and 
Reduction of Poor Rates consider it to be an important duty, at this 
time, respectfully and seiiously to solicit the public attention to the 
posture of our internal polity in respect to the condition of our agri- 
cnltnral labourers. While we must congratulate our country upon 
the patriotic conduct occasionally manifested, whereby labonrers are 
receiving remuneration, and the essential addition to their resources, 
the possession of small patches of land, for their labour, every statistic 
mind must necessarily feel sensations unutterable while contemplating 
the portentous fact, that the general rate of wages is wholly inade- 
quate to the labourer's support. By this unjust state of thii^s, our 
agricultural interests and home trade, being deprived of their legid- 
mate consumers, are abounding with distress, and the progress of in- 
subordination and crime is universally appalling. Under such cir- 
cumstances it is earnestly submitted, that magistrates shoald set the 
wages of labour, until an additional enactment shall have passed the 
legislature, for the protection of labourers and exciting the national 
industry, for which a petition is now preparing. It is nevertheless 
impossible to suppress the mischiefs to be apprehended from the ar- 
rangements of magistrates, who, whether acting'in bodies or indivi- 
dually, shall withhold the means of necessary relief and comfort 
which our protecting poor laws are constituted to afford.

The Incorporated Society, for the Propagation of the Gospel in 
Foreign Parts, was originally instimted for the purpose of furnishing 
the colonial possessions of the crown of England with ministers of 
the established church; and for the management of such ftinds as 
might be placed at their disposal, by the charitable contributions of 
the more opulent. Their operations have hitherto been principally 
confined to the North American continent, and the islands adiacent ; 
and there are now upwards of eighty Missionaries employed in their 
service, with considerable salaries attached to their appointments, 
disseminating the principles of Christianity in its purest form, through 
the several provinces of North America. Great assistance has also 
been extended, whenever application has been made, in the erection 
of churches ; and small salaries granted to a numerous body of Cate- 
cbists and School-masters; the people at large have been supplied 
with Bibles. Prayer-books, and Religious Tracts, as their wants have 
been made known. 

Of late years the national system of education has been introduced, 
onder their patron^;e and auspices, into the three principal provinces 
dependant upon England ; and the advantages already derived from . 
it, sufficiently prove its great influence in the improvement of the 
moral and reugious character of the people. At Halifax, Nova 'Sco- 
tia ; St. John's, New Brunswick ; and at Quebec, establishments have 
been formed, which promise to be the means of spreading the know- 
ledge of this powerful engine throughout the several provinces of 
^which these cities are the capitals ; and will secure to the rising gene- 
ration every facility for the more general instruction of the people 
at large.
